This would have provided 
every German family with the 
fuliy furnished house and the 
automobile, the institute cal- 
culated, plus: 

140 new factories with a work 
force of 5000 each; 50 new fuel 
power plants capable of pro- 
ducing 100,000 kilowatts each, 30 
hydro-electric plants with 150,- 
000 kilowatt capacity apiece, 145 
new gas and water works, 50,000 
small factories employing 10 
workers each and 1,000,000 ad- 
ditional automobiles of all kinds. 


But that is not all. The sum 
eould have also constructed 9700 
kilometers of new highways and 
24 major bridges, 700,000 one- 
family houses with two rooms and 
kitchen and bath, 130,000 apart- 
ment houses, 1700 hospitals with 
300 beds each, 4000 new schools, 
12 univ each housing 
5000 students, 33 theaters and 
concert halls, 34 public libraries 
fully stocked, 35 administration 
buildings,’ 60,000 small farms 
completely equipped with ma- 
chinery and 6000 sports stadiums.

T. LOUIS is safer for children than it was a year ago and “bids 
fair to be safer still a year from now,” Howard Whitman wrote in 
the current issue of Collier’s magazine, issued today. His article 


was entitled, “The City That Does Something About Sex Crime.” 


“St. Louis got mad and decided 
to do something about crime,” 
Whitman wrote, “because crime 
hit St. Louis where it hurts. It 
hit the children. In alarming 
numbers the little ones were be- 
coming hunted game, stalked by 
the molester, the sex psychopath 
and the despoiler.” 


4 The ry: ; * — — Louis has 
one and is ng “is a glowing 
tribute to the verve and power of 
aroused Americans,” Whitman 
wrote. The Mullanphy School 
Parent-Teacher Association, he 
said, “performed something of a 
miracle in Missouri.” 

“Kicking Like Missouri Mule.” 


“Snapped into action by the 
rape of a Mullanphy kindergarten 
girl on Sept. 20, 1948,” he related, 
“the P.-T. A. started kicking like 
a Missouri mule and hasn't 
stopped yet — even though its 
kicks have been felt all the way 
to the statehouse in Jefferson 
City.” 

Only 10 persons attended the 
first P.-T. A. meeting to discuss 
sex crimes but 100 attended the 
second meeting.

In the morning, 
at lunchtime and after school 
they’d take their stations along 
the neighborhood streets—watch- 
ing for strangers, herding the 
kids through alleys, standing 
guard near open fields and gar- 
ages.“ 

Worked on Legislation. 

Bruno Sendlein, chairman of 
the protective association, and 
Echeal Feinstein, attorney, 
worked on legislation which 
could deal properly with sex 
eriminals once they were caught, 
Whitman continued. 

Attorney Feinstein drew up a 
sexual-psychopath bill, and what 
began in a P.-T.A. ended up in 
the Legislature at Jefferson City. 
The bill was signed into law on 
Aug. 1. Its basic provision is that 
mentally ill sex offenders may be 
sent away to a state hospital to 
be treated and helped—but at the 
same time kept isolated from so- 
ciety until cured.” 

Dr. Val B. Satterfield, assistant 
professor of psychiatry at Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine, was brought in to teach 
38 about neurotic sex behav- 
or.

Only one thing made Holzhau- 
sen take the job— “ terror on the 
streets,” Whitman wrote. “The 
first thing Holzhausen did after 
taking office March 7 was to 
order every available cop in the 
department back on the street. 

“Holzhausen wanted St. Louis- 
ans to ‘see a policeman’ and see 
one often. He wanted the would- 
be prowler, molester, mugger and 
rapist to see lots of policemen.” 

Shortage of Officers Cited. 

Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell was quoted as saying 
that he could coyer every foot 
beat in the city he had 200 
more policemen. 

“Young bloods in the saddle 
(three of the police department's 
key men are 35) have an evange- 
listic urge to make the St. Louis 
Police Department the best in the 
country,” Whitman wrote. “The 
chief evangelist is Lt. Col. Curtis 
Brostron, a venerable of 43.

In keeping with the UN resolution, however, 
this country has not been represented by an 
ambassador in Madrid during the last few years. 
Diplomatic business has been condutted, in- 
stead, by a charge d' affaires. The purpose of 
this has been clear: A majority of the UN mem- 
bers, the United States included, have sought to 
show their disapproval of Franco's fascist poli- 
cies. It has been a clear notice to the Spanish 
dictator to bring his ways into closer harmony 
with the standards of the democracies if he de- 
sired the honor and dignity of an envoy of the 
highest rank. 

Mr. Kee believes that the time has come to 
abandon this policy on the ground that it has 
not had the desired effect. All UN members did 
not act in accord with the resolution; and the 
so he says, has served to 
strengthen Franco’s hold on the Spanish people. 
Therefore he ‘believes that the United States 
actually should work to revoke the UN ban. 

So far as the formalities of diplomacy go, such

tion seems easy. But to make it, the United 
States would have to swallow a lot of pride. 
Franco's pride would go up in proportion.

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Commissioner Baum Acts 

Building Commissioner Baum has decided 
that since the hotel fire code is law, he should 
enforce it.

there will be a wail from some hotel operators, 
but the Aldermen have no excuse for rushing to 
their defense, and that is what Alderman Zieg- 
enbalg has done. He is pushing a bill to post- 
pone compliance with the law. 

The Aldermen passed this law, it is in effect 
and it must be enforced.

It Set Missouri Afire 


The Mirror of Public Opinion today tells of 
the hated test oaths which were applied in the 
Civi® War period to “determine” the loyalty of 
citizens especially in border states. Paul Jones, 
who wrote the article for the Philadelphia Bul- 
letin, will not mind, we are sure, if special ref- 
erence to Missouri is added. 

This state was one of the areas in which the 
loyalty test oath controversy rose to its bitterest 
pitch. The framers of Missouri's State Constitu- 


‘tion of 1865 prescribed a severe test of Union- 


Confederate sympathies for public officials, 
clergymen, teachers, lawyers and others. Here 
also the oath became a vindictive weapon. 


Out of the distress caused by the oath arose 
the famous case of Cummings vs. Missouri: At- 
tempting to protect its constitutional provision, 
the State of Missouri officially defended the 
oath to the United States Supreme Court. There 
in 1866 the test oath was declared unconstitu- 
tional as a bill of attainder—as punishment for 
an act not punishable when it was committed. 


And so the vicious test oath was knocked out 
of the Missouri Constitution after a life of only 
one year. It is an episode in Missouri history to 
be remembered, but never to be repeated. 
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Fred Saigh and the First National Bank got 
some sweet music out of the Cardinals—on the 


cash register. 
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A Majority on Margarine 

Consumers of butter and margarine are en- 
titled to an honest, straightforward vote by the 
Senate on repeal of the federal nuisance taxes 
on margarine. But some of the butter Senators 
are threatening manifestly unfair amendments 
to the repealer bill in order to defeat it. 

One of the amendments lurking in wait would 
lump all the World War II excises with the 60- 
year-old margarine tax. Another would permit 
colored margarine to be sold without the present 
unfair tax discriminations but would forbid its 
shipment in interstate commerce. As margarine 
is produced in only 17 states, this latter amend- 
ment would limit the distribution of yellow 
margarine, raise its price, and create monopolies. 

Both amendments would keep margarine under 
legislated disadvantages in competition with but- 
ter. Senator Fulbright points out that he would 
be laughed at if he proposed a tax on rayon to 
handicap it in competition with cotton, yet mar- 
garine is taxed solely to weaken it as a competi- 
tor. The protestations of the dairy lobby and its 
mouthpieces in Congress that they are trying to 
protect the consumer are not believed by the 
majority of consumers, as witness the popular 
clamor to repeal nuisance laws on margarine. 

The House has approved the repeal bill, and

On the Point of a Needle 


The Post-Dispatch has begun publication of a 
series of news articles on the impact of hidden 
taxes and excises paid by the ordinary taxpayer. 

The first of these showed how the builder of 
a $10,000 house on Long Island Jast year paid 
639 different hidden taxes. While that may be 
called an extreme case, the author of the series, 
Robert S. Bird of the New York Herald Tribune, 
found nothing extreme about the 100 hidden 
taxes on an egg or the 150 on a woman's hat or 
the 151 on a loaf of bread. 

Obviously, it is impossible to list the taxes on 
each egg when it is purchased and Mr. Bird 
does not attempt to enumerate them all in his 
articles. But he does emphasize the extent to 
which prices represent many hidden levies. 

The subject of taxes is generally thought to be 
dull and uninteresting. This series is designed 
to make it readable and personally and imme- 
diately applicable. Somehow it suggests a new 
version of the ancient question: How many 
angels can dance on the point of a needle? We 
don’t expect to learn anything about dancing 
angels, but we're going to read the series in the 
hope of finding out how many hidden taxes are 
levied between that needle's point and its micro- 
scopic eyel.

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Medicine in the Petrillo Manner 

The medical profession will not be very happy 
about being accused of “Petrillo economics,” of 
insuring the incomes of its members by rigidly 
holding down their number. Yet that is the 
very phrase aimed at the doctors by Dean 
Simeon Leland of Northwestern University. 

If this country had more doctors, it also would 
have better ones, said) Dean Leland. Competi- 
tion then would weed out the weaker practi- 
tioners. There also would be more men to carry 
on research, thus rising the quality of medicine. 

The Northwestern dean made these state- 
ments on behalf of a committee of American 
educators which called on the medical schools to 
combat the shortage of doctors by putting more 
emphasis on the 
tioners rather than on post-graduate work. This 
would be of some help in the short run, but the 
Unite States eventually must have more or 
larger medical schools. 

In supporting Dean Leland, Dean William 
Guthrie of Ohio State said that fewer doctors 
were graduated last year than in 1905 although 
the population of the United States has nearly 
doubled. In saying this, Dean Guthrie stressed 
a point made many times on this page. There 
were 160 medical schools in this country in 1905. 
By 1915, the number was down to 96. By 1935, 
it was down to 77. Only one or two new schools 
have been opened in the postwar years. 

For about three decades, the number of medi- 
cal students has been held down to a little more 
than 20,000; the number of graduates to about 
5000 a year. Even though some of the turn-of- 
the-century schools deserved to be closed be- 
cause of their low standards, it is all too clear 
that the supply of doctors has been kept more 
and more below the demand.

THE PARASITES, by Daphne du Maurier. (Doubleday 

4 Co., 305 pgs., $3.) 

This, says the jacket flap, is the. “story 
of the fabulous Delaneys.“ It is indeed. 

The Delaneys, so the story goes, are a 
theatrical family. She danced; he sang. 
They had one child together and each had 
a child by another parent. The three “De- 
laney children,” in their late 30s, sit by 
the fire in the home of the Delaney who 
married well, and consider the charge of 
her husband that they are all “parasites.” 


What follows is a series of flash-backs 
to their childhood, their growing up, con- 
tinfling to the present. The denouement 
is tragedy. 

It is a highly skillful novel, by the au- 
thor of “Rebecca” and “The King’s Gen- 
eral.” Not the least skillful device is that 
of creating a world that never existed, in 
which a family floats from city to city all 
over Europe, ending, finally, in London— 
or in the case of the Wyndham estate, the 
geographical focal-point, somewhere be- 
tween London and the sea.

Who Killed the New York Sun?

AST week the New York Sun, a newspaper 116 years old. 


suspended publication. With hardly a splash the waters closed 


over the Sun with all its tradition and with its long record of 


journalistic adventure. 


Pursuing the same narrow 
course that appears to have been 
one of the reasons for the Sun’s 
decline in recent years, the man 
agement in the N 
moment of the — a 
paper's dying 
gasp sought to 
put the blame 
on increased la- 
bor costs. The 
employes of the 
Sun, many of 
them facing job- 
lessness, made a 
quick rejoinder. 
And the New SS 
York Newspaper Wright Pa 
Guild, which 
had no organization on the Sun, 
pointed out that increased labor 
costs had been less than rising 
paper costs “forced by the news- 
print trust.” 


Endangers Free Ideas. 


Here is a matter that seems to 
me to deserve the most searching 
consideration. If there is monop- 
oly control in the newsprint in- 
dustry, ànd that charge has been 
repeatedly made, it strikes di- 
rectly at the free market in opin- 
ion and ideas. The number of 
newspapers has been constantly 
declining, and in an increasing 
number of communities only one 
point of view is available on a 
take-it-or-leave-it basis. 

Figures have been given to me 
which are startling in relation to 
this business to which some of us 
are attached for both practical 
and sentimental reasons. They 
show that the profits of eight of 
the largest newsprint mills have 
nearly trebled from 1945 through 
1948. During this period the price 
of newsprint went from $58.50 to 
$100 a ton and the profits of the 
eight companies from $38,503,605 
to $96,211,729. 

This same study shows that 
for what is reported to be a repre- 
sentative cross section of Amer- 
ican newspapers, profits in the 
same period decreased more than 
54 per cent. Experts who have 
examined these figures point out 
that.the comparison is somewhat 
unjust in that the newspaper 
cross section includes the Hearst 
chain. With the Hearst papers left 
out, the newspaper profit picture

would be more favorable. 


Gravy in Newsprint. 


The newsprint companies reply 
that for the biggest concerns 
profit is based not on newsprint 
alone but on a variety of other 
paper products. While this may be 
true, the profit of those firms 
dealing exclusively in newsprint 
are at just about as high a level 
as those with diverse production. 

What is significant is that news- 
print prices and profits are at 
an all-time high. Although the 
Canadian dollar has been de-

SS | exchange, these same newsprint 


leaders raised the price from $68 
to $74.80. At least two of the 
large firms gave the difference 
in exchange as a justification for 
the 10 per cent increase. 


Canada’s Excuse. 


The motivation of the Canadian 
Government, is, of course, under- 
standable. It is the acute dollar 
shortage put alongside the fact 
that the demand for newsprint 
has held up while the demand for 
other products has fallen off. But 
that does not alter the serious- 
ness of the squeeze put on Amer- 
ican newspapers. 

Representative Wright Patman’s 
Small Business Committee in the 
House has compiled some figures 
on the newsprint industry and on 
the method of uniform pricing 
made effective through a zoning 
system. Patman indicates there 
may be a public investigation of 
the charges that a small group 
exercises monopolistic domination 
over the industry. 

This has happened before. Dur- 
ing the Eightieth Congress a Sen- 
ate Small Business Committee un- 
der Senator Wherry of Nebraska 
looked into the newsprint situa- 
tion. The Wherry committee came 
up with a recommendation that 
newsprint sources should be de- 
veloped in Alaska with, if neces- 
sary, help from the Government 
in furthering access to Alaska’s 
great stands of timber. Little, if 
anything, has been done to carry 
out this recommendation, 


Menace to Democracy. 


Some time ago the anti-trust 
division of the Department of Jus- 
tice started an investigation into 
monopolistic practices in the 
newsprint industry. Investigators 
called on Canadian companies to 
submit their records. They re- 
fused and were backed up in their 
refusal by the Canadian Govern- 
ment. 

As a consequence, the investi- 
gation was dropped. The Depart- 
ment of Justice referred the 
whole matter to the Federal 
Trade Commission, which had 
earlier conducted a futile in- 
quiry. 

Certainly, rising labor costs 
have contributed to the squeeze 
play in which many newspapers 
are caught. By an unhappy irony 
the mounting spiral of costs works 
to cut down the total number 
of jobs even though those still 
employed get higher pay. And 
it also narrows down the market 
in ideas that is so essential to a

1951 federal budget today 
on the job they did in putting 
the report ‘in more understand- 
able form. ö 

The revision, along lines rec- 
ommended by the Hoever Com- 
mission on Reorganization of the 
Executive Branch of Government, 
aims at the “performance” prin- 
ciple. The idea is to show the 
real purpose for which federal 
money is being spent, and how 
the work is coming along, with 
related figures grouped so they 
can be found easily. 

The citizens’ committee now 
engaged in promoting govern- 
ment reforms recommended by 
the Hoover Commission reported 
that the former President wrote 
Budget Director Frank Pace Jr.: 

“The form of the new budget 


in the adoption of the perform- 


ance principle is the greatest 
step in the advance of this prob- 
lem since 1920. It is a good 
job, but I fear few people on 
this earth will ever fully under- 
stand its importance to good gov- 
ernment.” 

The Hoover letter concluded: 
“The President and you’ are to 
be congratulated.” 

The Citizens’ Committee em- 
phasized that perfection of the 
“performance” type 
may take Years, but said Pace 
and his aids “have wrought the 
sound beginnings of a major re- 
form in the short space of six 
months.”

Killing of Kansas City Woman Fagin 


Own’ Gang Members, Shot After Visit to Federal Building 


Mary Bono, Who Tipped Off Police on

(Fifth in a series of articles on 
Kansas City’s unsolved crimes, of- 
ficial corruption and gangster- 
influence.) 

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 12. 
ANSAS CITY police were 
pleasantly surprised from 
time to time when they re- 

ceived telephone calls from a 
woman who told them there 
would be a holdup or a burglary 
at a particular place and at a 
specific time. When they acted 
on her tips, they invariably 
caught young hoodlums in the act 
of committing crimes. 

The woman caller disguised her 
voice, but 
sources police learned the helpful 
tipster was their old friend, Mary 
Bono. Mary, who had shortened 
her surname from Bonomo, had 
been in frequent trouble herself. 
But she devoted most of her at- 


tention, after her husband went 


to. Leavenworth penitentiary, to 
developing a gang of hoodlums, 
coaching them in crime and in- 
structing them how and where to 
ply their trade. She became a 
woman Fagin and was so success- 
ful at it that she earned the nick- 
name of “Ma Barker,” after the 
mother of the marauding Barker 
clan of gangsters of the 1930s, 
who often stayed in Kansas City. 

Whenever Mrs. Bono wanted 
to get rid of a recalcitrant mem- 
ber of her troupe, she simply 
telephoned the police and ar- 
ranged for the youth's capture. 
She also endeared herself to 
members of the underworld by 
cheating or stealing from them. 
In short, Mary was a lovable 


‘character. 


In the spring of 1947, a rumor 
spread through the North Side 
that Mary Bono was trying to 


raise $5000 to hire a lawyer to 


“spring” her husband, Marion, 
from Leavenworth. 

On the night of May 27-28, 
opportunity knocked for Mrs. 
Bono. Thieves blasted the Elec- 
tion Board vault in the court- 
house and stole ballots needed 
as evidence in vote fraud trials. 


When a hue and cry arose for 


solution of that brazen crime, 
Mrs. Bono decided she could con- 
vert that desire to her own ends.

HE afternoun of July 11, Mrs. 
T Bono made her move. She went 

to the Federal Building and 
called on à special assistant 
United States attorney general. 
Her proposition was brief: Re- 
lease my husband from Leaven- 
worth and he will tell you who 
blasted the vault and stole the 
ballots. The Government lawyer 
asked for time to consider her 
offer. 

As Mrs. Bono entered and left 
the Federal building, she un- 
doubtedly was observed by un- 
derworld “stool pigeons” who 
mace a habit of congregating 
in or near the building to ob- 
serve what was going on, as they 
still do. | 

Seven hours after her visit to 
the Federal building, 39-year-old 
Mary Bono was sitting on a stack 
of soda bottle cases in front of 
her fruit market at Ninth and 
Brooklyn streets. 

It was 11:15 o’clock. Mrs. Bono, 
dressed in a red and white print 
dress and black shoes, dozed on 
the makeshift seat. It was a 
warm night. 

A black Ford (apparently the 
favorite make and color of auto- 
mobile for Kansas City gang kill- 
ings) moved slowly down Ninth 
street, headed east. Inside were 
two men. 

The crack of a pistol and a 
shotgun blast roused the neigh- 
borhood. Mrs. Bono, struck in

He 
was John Murray (Red) Gould, 
paroled convict, bank robber and 
safe cracker, who had been living 
in Mrs. Bono’s home at 2213 East 
Eighth street for several months. 
And, it developed later, he was 
the husband of her 15-year-old 
daughter, Rosalie. 

Gould was rescued from the 
angry relatives of the dead wom- 
an, taken to a hospital and treated 
for scalp cuts. 

Police studied his career. As 
a safe burglar, he became an ex- 
pert in the use of nitroglycerine. 
That was the explosive used to 
blast open the Election Board 
vault. But Gould protested his 
innocence of that crime and of 
the killing of Mrs. Bono. Yes, he 
owed her $1500. No, he didn’t 
kill her. Yes, they had had vio- 
lent arguments. 

Paraffin tests of his hands to 
determine whether he had held 
a pistol were negative. He also 
passed the lie detector test with 
flying colors. Police released him, 
but Federal authorities decided 
he had violated his parole by 
marrying a minor without per- 
mission. His parole was revoked 
and he was returned to prison. 
Now, having completed his term, 
he is a free than again, but no 
longer married to Rosalie. She 
had the marriage annulled. 


Police speculated that Mrs. 


Bono’s murder either was the 
result of a quarrel between her 
and her associates in crime or 
was the result of her trip to the 
Federal building. Although a 
spokesman for the FSI insisted 
to the writer that Mrs. Bono was 
not a Government witness and 
was not a Government informer, 
the FBI was brought into the in- 
vestigation on the order of the 
Attorney General, shortly after 
the murder took place. And the 
two special attorneys general con- 
ducting the current grand jury 
investigations here regard the 
murder of Mrs. Bono as the kill- 
ing of a Government witness, one 
of three such crimes in the last 
five years.

HE Bono murder was the sev- 
12 gang killing here in 18 

months. It is one of the 21 in 
the eity and 22 in the Kansas City 
metropolitan area that have oc- 
curred in the past three years. 
All are unsolved, as are all ex- 
cept one gang killing in Kansas 
City’s history. 

Beating the bushes for suspects, 
polite arrested one of the most 
notorious gangsters in the city, 
Thomas Anthony (Highway) Si- 
mone, He said he had known Mrs. 
Bono for seven or eight years, 
having met her through her con- 
vict husband. Simone said it was 
common knowledge that she 
would steal from and double- 
cross her friends. 

But as for the killing, Simone

it. The night of the murder, he 
related, he was in the Jungle 
Club, a tavern.

“Where did you 
buy it?” he was asked. He said 
he bought it from his pal, Johnny

ITH that, the police released 

Simone. The fact that he had 

no visible means of support, 
owned a large automobile and also 
owned a pistol apparently made 
no difference. It is the contention 
of Government agents that if the 
Kansas City police harassed 
hoodlums like Simone, arresting 
and rearresting them on vagrancy 
charges, they would leave the 
city, 

But that isn’t done often in 
Kansas City. Simone, like many 
others, is regarded as a home 
town boy. He lives at 414 Wabash 
avenue. 

Having satisfied themselves 
with Simone’s alibi, police ques- 
tioned a dozen or more other 
gangsters and gave lie detector 
tests to most of them. Results 
were uniformly negative. Every- 
body had an alibi. 

Among the first persons ques- 
tioned was Mrs. Bono’s husband. 
Kansas City police went to Leav- 
enworth to determine just what 
information he had about the 
safe-blasting and ballot theft. He 
had nothing of value. 

In their inquiry, poHce gave 
some consideration to the sugges- 
tion that Mrs. Bono may have 
been killed because she had some 
knowledge about the gang mur- 
der April 25, 1946 of Gus J. 
Nichols, ex-convict and robber. 
He Was found shot to death in a 
wooded area near Fifteenth street 
and Blue Ridge boulevard. His 
murder followed by five days the 
gang killing of Thomas Lee Kel- 
ley, jewel thief, also an ex-con- 
vict. Kelley was shot to death on 
St. John avenue, near Brooklyn 
street. Both remain un- 
solved. 

As part of their investigation, 
police studied Mrs. Bono's own 
lengthy re@ord. On Dec. 26, 1943, 
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she admitted shooting her hus- 
band in a dispute over his gam- 
bling losses. She shot him in the 
back and wrist. When he re- 
covered, the charges against her 
were dropped. 


In April, 1945, she was arrested 
for questioning in the theft of 
diamond rings from Jaccard’s 
at 1017 Walnut street. She was 
released, however, when witnesses 
failed to identify her. After her 
death, two pieces of jewelry found 
in her safe deposit box were iden- 
tified as part of the loot from 
Jaccard’s. 


Her husband, Marion, went to N 


police investigation showed the 
1l-month-old boy was a black- 
market baby.

No one knows better than Cul- 
bertson that a successful player 
of any game must be willing to 
take a chance now and then. Here 
issa hand on which Culbertson 
takes a chance and it pays off: 


Both sides needed 90; neither 
side had melded. The pack had 
grown quite large, and included 
mostly low cards; but this 
player’s left-hand opponent had 
previously discarded a king, and 
now on the previous play his 
right-hand opponent discarded a 
king. At this point the holder of 
the hand shown picked up an- 
other king, giving him a pair. 


The player now reasoned as 
follows: Both sides were trying 
desperately to make only safe dis- 
cards. If his right-hand opponent 
hed held only one king, the one 
he discarded, he would have con- 
sidered it very unsafe. Therefore 
he must have decided to break up 
a set of three or four kings, on 
the grounds that with so many in 
his own hand he was unlikely to 
find a pair out against him. 


If all this was true, the right- 
hand opponent would probably 
follow through with his plan by 
discarding another king on the 
next round. Backing his judg- 
ment, the holder of this hand 
discarded his deuce, to forestall 
the slightest chance that the pack 
would be gone before his next 
turn. Sure enough, on the next 
round the right-hand opponent 
did discard another king, giving 
up a big pack and a big score.
